A Separate People

“Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; 
and I will receive you.” 2 Cor. 6:17. 

A few days ago the Lord gave me 
this message for the Evangel and it 
seems I will just have to write it. 
God’s people have always been dif- 
ferent from other people and a _ re- 
ligion which couldn’t separate us from 
the world and make us different from 
other people wouldn’t be, worth any- 
thing to us. 

In the eleventh chapter of Exodus 
we can see how God took care of the 
children of Israel when they were in 
bondage, and proved to the Egyptians 
He was their God and they were His 
children, At this time God told Moses 
He was going to pass thru Egypt and 
destroy the firstborn in the land. But 
in the nineth verse we can see God’s 
promise to the children of Israel—*But 
against any of the children of Israel 
shall not a dog move his tongue 
against man or beast: that ye may 
know how that the Lord doth put a 
difference between the Egyptians and 
Israel.” 

But God spoke to Moses and told 
him what to do before this destruction 
took place. He was commanded to ar- 
range for the Lord’s Passover and 
when the lamb was slain for the pass- 
over He told them to take the blood 
of the lamb and strike it on the two 
side post and the upper door post of 
the houses wherein they were to eat 
it, and the Lord said, “When I see the 
blood I will pass over you.”

13. At midnight God smote the first- 
born of all the Egyptians, both man 
and beast, but when He saw the blood 
He passed over the children of Israel. 
This is a wonderful type of Jesus, our 
Passover. Having His precious blood 
which was shed on the cross, applied 
to our hearts makes us a separate peo- 
ple, takes out everything unlike God 
and we become new creatures in 
Christ Jesus.

Sit still, my daughter, until thou 
know how the matter will fall: for 
the man will not be in rest, until he 
have finished the thing this day. 
Ruth 3:18. Sit still until—until when? 
—until thou know how the matter 
will fall. To me this has been one of 
the most difficuit and yet one of 
the most profitable lessons of my spi- 
ritual life. Especially so when my 
course is hedged up, and I do not 
know which way to turn. Then it is 
safest, sweetest and most successful 
to “sit still.” Cessation of bodily ac- 
tivity is not always accompanied by a 
spirit that is quiet and calm. The 
arms may be folded, the back rested 
in the ease of bodily repose, but if the 
heart is harassed, the mind is in anx- 
iety, the spirit is grieved, the con- 
science is condemnea,—in vain are all 
our efforts to “sit still.” 

But, dear ones, it is possible to sit 
still in this world of ceaseless activity, 
and face the problems that perplex 
and amaze us. No power will hinder 
you if you will obey the meek . and 
lowly Jesus. You can do all things 
thru Christ which strengtheneth you. 
Phil. 4:13. What a sweet comfort and 
what a glorious hope these words con- 
tain. They will quicken your whole 
being as you let them sink into the 
depth of your soul. Here is a recipe 
for stillness in the midst of darkness, 
doubt, disturbance and disaster: 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace 
whose mind is stayed on thee: _ be- 
cause he trusteth in thee.” Isa. 26:3. 
In other words, the mind that reck- 
ons.on God in everything, refuses to 
go beyond Him; the heart that is 
satisfied to lean on Him, and to leave 
all to His Almighty wisdom, love and 
care; the heart that is stayed on God, 
is kept. in perfect peace and may 
blessedly “sit still.” 

Here, then is a never failing harbor 
of refuge for the sinking spirit, for 
the troubled mind, the exhausted 
frame, the tearful and forboding soul. 
“A shelter in the time of storm.” 
When the way is barred and the fu- 
ture dark, go no further: concentrate 
on Him; wait on Him; abide in Him; 
praise Him; commit to Him your 
ease. Sit still, “And the peace of God 
which passeth all understanding, shal! 
keep your hearts and minds through 
Christ Jesus.” Phil. 4:7. 

“Sit still, * * * until thou know how 
the matter will fall.” This is the test. 
If only we know, how that case that 
so seriously affects our prospects, 
would turn out. If we knew what the 
next step in our future should be. If 
we knew how the days ahead would 
be provided for. If we knew why those 
so kind to us, are cruel now. If only 
we knew the countless things that are 
hidden from our view, then it would 
be easy to sit still. But we do _ not 
know. Though we cannot see even one 
step ahead, we know He sees the end 
from the beginning. He is perfecting 
His plan for our truest and highest 
good. When faced by a future that is 
black, when faced by uncertainty that 
would drive us to despair—to know 
that He knows, He loves, He cares 
and He is over all, relieves of anxiety, 
fussing, fuming, fretting and all the 
futile efforts of the “flesh.”

“SIGNS IN BRITISH SKY 
ASTOUNDS SCIENTISTS 

“Previous to England’s big earth- 
quake there was a most startling sign 
in the sky. 

“To scientists, who have ever re- 
garded the association of rainbows or 
other sky effects with earthquakes as 
mere superstition, the most amazing 
phenomenon was a strange arc of 
orange hue that preceded the quake. 

“Residents at numerous places along 
the east coast saw this arc way out to 
sea, resembling, some said, ‘A huge 
bridge of Nght.’ 

“Descriptions suggested it was the 
same mysterious phenomenon which 
thousands of Londoners saw late 
Thursday night, including Dr. Francis 
John Whipple, superintendent of Kew 
Observatory, who said: ‘I have never 
seen anything like it. The huge arc 
extended across the sky’.” 

And again we see another evidence 
of the last days with this latest sign 
in the sky. 

“MUD SHOWERS IN CANADA AS 
NOON TURNS TO NIGHT 

“Chicoutimi, P. Q. Apr. 13.—(A.P.) 
—Awe-stricken citizens of this North- 
ern Quebec town stood in streets as 
dark as night at noon today and were 
drenched by a downpour of rain laden 
with black mud, which stained hand- 
kerchiefs and white paper outspread 
to catch the strange precipitation. The 
phenomenon lasted more than two 
hours.” 

“CLOUDS TURN YELLOW 

“Quebec, April 13.—(A.P.)—Shortly 
after 2:00 o’clock this afternoon this 
city became covered with a thick ceil- 
ing of yellowish clouds, bringing about 
a darkness which necessitated the 
turning on of lights in homes and busi- 
ness places. A stiff wind sprang up and 
at about two thirty a steady shower 
of rain began falling, laden with red- 
dish mud. Clothes hanging out to dry 
were stained with the peculiar sub- 
stance.” 

In Stavanger, there appeared a most 
remarkable vision in the heavens. One 
of the many eye witnesses relates the 
following: “A large black cloud arose 
in the west becoming very red, as tho’ 
it was all fire, and forming an arch 
out of which appeared great letters: 
‘Be ye converted for Jesus is coming 
soon.’ Then there appeared an angel 
with large white wings, at whose side 
arose a large cross and below whom 
stood the word ‘Amen.’ During the 
whole time it was light but afterwards 
became very dark, as a big cloud hid 
it all; and we became very much 
alarmed because of the sight.” 

A lady living in Providence, R. I. 
was in an electric car about sundown, 
going to her home, when suddenly 
the conductor cried out, “Look! 
Look!” and stopped the car. A num- 
ber of persons were in the car and all 
looked in the direction pointed out by 
the conductor. There, in the western 
sky was the distinct form of a man 
from the waist up. His arms were ex- 
tended and a radiance shone above his 
head. He had, as it were, a beseeching 
leok which brought a solemnity over 
all in the car. Two of the passengers 
were overheard to say, “Well, prob- 
ably they are right after all,” refer- 
ring, no doubt, to those who are ex- 
pecting the coming of the Lord. 

This same lady, in conversation with 
a policeman a little later told him 
what she had seen, and he replied, “I 
was on duty one morning at three 
o’clock and saw distinctly a human 
arm and hand in the sky and the arm 
held an urn.” 

Not only shall there be signs from 
heaven but the same verse tells us that 
there shall be earthquakes. All these 
things are pointing to the coming of 
the Lord.

“SEISMOGRAPH SHOWS SEVERE 
EARTHQUAKES 

“Frankfurton Main, Germany, 
20. —(A.P.)— An unusually severe 
earthshock, centered eight hundred 
miles away, was recorded at 3:27 a.m. 
today by the seismograph at Reinach 
Institute in the nearby Taunu Hills. 
A local movement of 1-3 millimeters 
per minute also was observed. 

“Zurich, Switzerland, May 20.—(A. 
P.)—Heavy earthquakes were regis- 
tered at 3:25 a.m. today at the obser- 
vatories of Nuchatel and Zurich. The 
former calculated the epicentre at two 
thousand kilometers away, probably 
in Morocco while the latter placed it 
in the western portion of the Azores. 

“Rome, May 20.—A.P.—The seismo- 
graph at the observatory of Rome 
registered a terrific earthquake at 
3:28 a.m. today, about 1,600 miles dis- 
tance. 

“Stuttgart, Germany, May 20—(A. 
P.)—Officials of the seismographical 
Institute at Ravensburg said today a 
series of severe earthshocks had been 
registered since 3:42 a. m. The shape- 
ness of the recording indicated the 
tremors must have assumed great pro 
portions, it was said, and the epicen- 
tre may have been Italy. 

“Oazaca, Mexico, May 20—(A.P.)— 
Most of the city’s inhabitants spent 
last night in the open, frightened by 
strong earth tremors, which occurred 
early in the evening. Last January a 
serious earthquake destroyed half the 
town.” 

It would be interesting to see the 
headlines of the paper in the days 
when the earthquake of Rev. 16:18-21 
occurs because this will be an earth- 
quake “SUCH AS WAS NOT SINCE 
MEN WERE UPON THE EARTH.” 
The seismograph will tell a tale that 
day! 

On the very day that England vest- 
ed ownership of the Wailing Wall to 
the Moslems and decided against the 
Jews—that day will go into history 
as a day of fright from the worst 
earthquake England ever recorded. 

A special cable from London to the 
New York Times states: 

“The earthquake which rocked Great 
Britian and other parts of Europe ear- 
ly today was declared by authorities 
tonight to have been the greatest gen- 
eral seismological upheavel that coun- 
try had experienced in 1,000 years. 
Millions of persons were awakened 
around 1:26 am., British summer 
time. The meteorological department 
of the Air Ministry reported 
that this ‘near earthquakes’ was the 
biggest disturbance of its kind that had 
ever been recorded at the official ob- 
servatory at Kew, and discloses that 
the amplitude during the maximum 
movement around 1:27 a.m., British 
Summer Time, was so great that its 
trace excelled the limit of the instru- 
ments for registration.” 


COUNTRY IN SAFE ZONE 

“Britain is not In an earthquake 
‘danger zone,’ and alarm was caused 
by vivid reports of recent disasters 
abroad. 

“Locomotive engineers stopped at 
the nearest signal boxes and reported 
that their engines had ‘rocked’ on cer- 
tain sections of the tract, with result 
that every mile of British railway 
tract has since been carefully exam- 
ined.” 

It appears to indicate God’s wrath 
at rank injustice, just as in similar 
manner the earth at Golgotha trem- 
bled 1,900 years ago.
